CHAPTER 314.

AN ACT to ereate subsection (13) of section 59.08 of the statutes,
relating to the special powers of county boards in certain coun-
ties in relation to sewage contributed by county buildings.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SEcTION 1. A new subsection is added to section 59.08 of the

statutes to read: (59.08) (13) In counties having a population
of two hundred fifty thousand or over, provide for the trans-

mission and disposal of sewage from any of the county buildings,
and for such purpose may pay to the eity, town or village in
which said county buildings are situated for the transmission and
disposal of sewage, such proportion of the expense thereof, as
certified under the provisions of section 59.96, to any such city,
town or village; such proportionate expense to be determined by
the ratio which the amount of sewage contributed by any such
county buildings may bear to the total amount of sewage con-
tributed by any such ecity, town or village to such system; and
such counties may provide and furnish meters to determine the
amount of sewage so contributed.

SectioN 2, This act shall take effect upon passage and publi-
cation.

CHAPTER 315.

AN ACT to create section 352.67 of the statutes, relating to
poisonous beverages and providing a penalty.
The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

SecTioN 1. A new section is added to the statutes to read:
352.67 Any person who shall by himself, his servant or agent, or
as the servant or agent of any other person, manufacture, sell or
offer for sale for human consumption, any beverage containing
wood alcohol, shall be punished, for the first offense, by imprison-
ment for not less than one year or more than two years, and for
